Statement of Purpose 


The purpose of this Bill is to establish a college system for 
the Northwest Territories to be known as the Arctic College to deliver 
adult and post-secondary education in the Territories; to provide for 
regional campuses for the Arctic College; to establish tne Arctic 
College Board of Governors to manage the Arctic College; to provide for 
the ‘appointment, remuneration, powers and duties of the Board; to 
provide for staff for the Arctic College; to provide for a student 
association and a student council and the powers and duties of the 
association and council; and to provide for regulation-making powers of 


the Commissioner.

3. There is established a college to be known as 
the Arctic College. 


4. Tne Arctic College shall deliver adult “and 
post-secondary education in the Northwest 
Territories. 


5.(1) The Minister may, by order, establish 
regional campuses of the Arctic College. 


(2) The Minister may, by order, close regional 
campuses of the Arctic College. 


6.(1) Expenditures for the purpose of the Arctic 
College may be made out of monies appropriated for 
the purpose and revenues received pursuant to this 
Act. 


(2) Notwithstanding the Financial Administration 
Act, all revenues received pursuant to this ¢ 
Shall be deposited to the credit of the Arctic 
College in a bank account established pursuant to 
paragraph 15(e).

11. A member of the Board shall be paid the 
remuneration and shall be reimbursed for’ the 
expenses as prescribed by regulation. 


12. There shall be a chairperson and a vice- 
Chairperson elected by the Board from among the 
members of the Board. 


13.(1) There shall be an executive committee of 
the Board comprised of the chairperson, vice- 
chairperson and two other members of the Board 
elected by the Board. 


(2) The executive committee, in exercising the 
powers and performing the duties delegated to it by 
the Board, shall act in accordance with the 
direction of the Board. 


14.(1) The Board may make by-laws respecting the 
election of members of the Board to the executive 
committee, the calling of its meetings and the 
conduct of business at the meetings. 


(2) Subject to section 10, a majority of the mem- 
bers appointed constitute a quorum.

athletic or sports programs of the Arctic 
College; 

join and pay fees to educational 
associations;

considers proper and for such fees as it 
may determine, education facilities to be 
used for community purposes;

during the fiscal year; 

(b) include financial statements of the Arctic 
College prepared in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles 
applied on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year which shall include 

(i) a balance sheet presenting fairly 
the financial position of the Arctic 
College at the end of the fiscal 
year; and 

(ii) a statement of the revenues” and 
expenditures of the Arctic College; 

c) include the report of the auditor; 

(d) state the sources from which’ gifts, 
grants, devises or bequests were received, 
including any anonymous sources; and 

(e) include any other information that the 
Minister may require. 


(2) The fiscal year of the Arctic College shall be 
the period from the lst day of April to the 3lst 
day of March of the following year. 


(3) The Board shall submit the annual report to 
the Minister who shall table the report before the 
Legislative Assembly at the first session of the 
Legislative Assembly following the receipt of the 
report.

(h) manage student residences and _ boarding 
programs for students and fix the fees to 
be charged for such accommodation.
